The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons- 
Inventions l-lll and IV-VI are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) 
the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product such as in 
an electroless plating process. 
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Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination is not required to 
exhibit a droplet contact angle with the photoresist of less than 20 degrees. The 
subcombination has separate utility such being used in processes not requiring 
electrochemical fabrication. 

Inventions I and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination is not required to 
exhibit a surface tension ranging from 45-60 dyne/cm at 20°C. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as being used in processes not requiring electrochemical 
fabrication. 

Inventions II and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
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in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination is not required to 
exhibit a surface tension ranging from 45-60 dyne/cm at 20°C. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as being used in processes not requiring electrochemical 
fabrication. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions.

Group V is directed to a process for forming solder bumps on a microelectronic 
workpiece. There is solder claimed in the method. 

Inventions IV and VI are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions have different designs, modes of operation, and effects. 

Group IV is directed to a process for electroplating copper on a microelectronic 
workpiece in a through-mask plating application at a rate of 2 nm/min. There is no 
masking layer claimed in the method. 

Group VI is directed to a process for forming a conductive feature employing 
through-mask plating. There is a masking layer claimed in the method. 

Inventions V and VI are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
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different inventions have different designs, modes of operation, and effects. 

Group V is directed to a process for forming solder bumps on a microelectronic 
workpiece. There is no masking layer claimed in the method. 

Group VI is directed to a process for forming a conductive feature employing 
through-mask plating. There is no solder claimed in the method. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 

above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 

because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 

recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is
